For more than a year Stelk’s trial 
was delayed through 28 tinuances 
in the criminal courts. When he 
finally was placed on trial before 
Judge Comerford he made a defense 
of insanity, but the jurors, who later 
were complimented by the judge for 
their intelligence, discarded the testi- 
mony of five alienists, quickly finding 
the former judge guilty. 

Stelk then faced a sentence of 1 to 
20 years in the penitentiary. 


Motion for a new trial was over- 


ruled several weeks ago, but a plea for 
probation was interposed. That was 
heard yesterday.

For “ government of 
the people, by the people, for the people,” has some 
curious manifestations in the land which is, above all, 
supposed to embody that maxim in its political sys- 
terh. According to democratic theory; the establish- 
ment of the ballot box is the end eof all tyranny; 
but. in practice, especially in Chicago, it does not 
work out quite as simply as that. 

The citizen in the exercise of his birthright finds 
himself exposed to gang violence and intimidation, 
to indiscriminate shooting, to kidnaping and even 
to murder. To get to the polling booth he must 


price of freedom, in Chicago at any rate, is not so 
much eternal vigilance as dauntless courage. The 
framers of the American constitution were careful 
to guard against the usurpation of kings and 
tyrants; but they neglected to take account of the 
gangster and the gunman. They did not foresee 
that under the working of the free institutions of 
demoeracy a great American city on election day 
could be brought to a state of civil war. 

But if the elections which have just taken place in 
Chicago, and which mark a decisive setback for the 
party of Big Bill Thompson, are in one aspect a | 
satire upon a democratic institution, they are in an- 
other aspect a high tribute to the fortitude of the 
citizens of Chicago, who have so manfully asserted 
themselves against organized ¢erroriam. Evidently 
the self-respect of Chicago has tired of being made. 
a byword and a laughing stock by its present mayor. 
It has told him in effect that it 16 his own “ snoot ” 
rather than King George's that needs to be kept out 
‘éf the city. To an effete Europe it seems &trange 
that the democracy of the world’s greatest republic 
should have to endure so many terrors to get rid 
of such an incubus. But it is at least encouraging 
to know that the system which can produce a Big 
Bill Thompson can also, in the last resort, eliminate 
again. As Abraham Lincoln observed, and as 
Bill should have remembered, you cannot fool

R. P, B. whites: Will you 
please write an afticle that will 
shock women out of the. 
hygienic methods they use 
caring for their children? 

I use every preventive measure, ani 
my three year old daughter. so far, has 
not been ill with so much as a cold. 
Friends with children around the same 
age as mine do some of the most ter- 
rible things and, as a result, their chil- 
dren have had one cold after another all 
this winter. I have carefully explained 
my way, but “it is too hard and, any- 
way, maybe it wouldn't work in their 
cases,” so they say. 

One mother always tastes the baby’s 
milk by sucking the milk through the 
bottle, and then carries the bottle up- 
stairs with the nipple held firmly in her 
teeth as she helps the boy walk up the 
stairs. Since he was two he continues 
to use a bottle but the nipples are not 
boiled from one week to the next. This 
child’s hands are never washed with 
soap. They are wiped on a dirty cloth 
until his weekly bath. 

The shades are never up higher than 
the conventional half way and are usu- 
ally lowered to keep the paper and hang- 
ings from fading. The mother takes a bite 
out of every piece of ‘candy she hands 
the child. She tastes his food with a 
spoon and then often eats every other 
bite with his spoon, . 

They have both had Colds all winter 
long and she can't see why. Every time 


she complains I explain my method, but 


I can’t interest her. 

A beautifully, dressed woman passes 
here wheeling a baby. She takes a piece 
of gum from her own mouth and gives 
it to her baby.

Potato Soups. 

Cream of Potato Soups.—The lone 
liver, or hall bedroom e¢ook. should 
know how to make the potato soups, 
varying in character from the potato 
chowder—potato and onions in slices 
and wet up Boston crackers in un- 
thickened milk—to the thick creamy 
purée. The latter need be no more 
than a fine mashed potato thinned 
with hot milk. Some addition of on- 
ion is always permissable. 

Potato Soup by Calories.—One pound 

of potatoes [three medium or five 
small] may yield over 500 calories—' 
edible portion—but average 385, five 
or six cups of water, two-thirds of a 
glass of milk [100 calories], one ounce 
of butter [200 calories], seasonings. 
Instead of much water use only 
enough ta cook the potatoes in—and 
with good cooking this may be as 
little as one cup—much more milk 
may be added, after they are 
cooked and mashed. A goodly portion 
of cream may be added, or make it 
top milk, and then each cup of it 
may be thickened with.a tablespoon 
of flour—no great caloric addition 
unless butter is used with it. 
Cut up the potatoes and cook with 
the water. Mash and beat smooth 
with butter and cream, or without, 
and add hot milk. It is easily possible 
to make thig soup [four portions] so 
that each of four people will get 200 
calories per serving, which they may 
increase by eating crackers with it. 
An egg may be added to each plate 
and whippe@ with the hot soup. When, 
made like a chowder, salt pork fat 
yielding 400 calories may be used at 
the start; with sliced onions.

France Opens 


Doors to U. S. 


Film Imports 
Exempt 60 Per Cent of 
_ Last Year’s Releases.

PARIS, May 4.—(/)—American mo- 

tion picture films will be admitted to 
France free of all restrictions up to 
sixty per cent of last year’s Ameri- 
can releases in this country under the 
terms of an agreement reached today | 
with the French Film Control com- 
mission. 
Imports in excess of sixty per cent | 
will come under the regulation re- | 
quiring importers asking for licenses - 
to buy at least one French film for — 
every seven pictures imported. That 
film may be sold anywhere outside of 
France, but not necessarily the 
United States. 


The concession granted by the film 
control commission this morning is 
even more liberal than that attained 
yesterday which in itself was regarded 
as a compromise distinctly favorable 
to the American producers. At the 
close of the sessions yesterday, it had 
been j agreed only that seven films 
might be imported for every French 
film exported. 
“At meetings held May 3 and 4 with 
the cinema control commission,”’ said 
Will Hays, agent of American pro- 
ducers, “ certain modifications of regu- 
lations established by the commission 
under the decree of Feb. 18 were 
adopted. 


“We-are assured the commission 
will proceed in a liberal spirit in its 
application of the provisions and regu- 
lations to the end that the closest sym- 
pathy and:continuous harmony of ac- 
tion may be advanced and maintained 
between French and American indus- 
tries. American industry will codper- 
ate most earnestly with such efforts. 
“The negotiations leading up to the 
agreements reached today have been 
concluded in a most friendly and am- 
icable spirit.” 
Mr. Hays said he expected to sail 
for the United States tomorrow. .
